The Independent Living Fund (ILF) aims to support long 
term, independent living for severely disabled people by 
helping them to live at home instead of in residential care. 
In March 2014, the Government announced that it will be 
closing on 30th June 2015 when the County Council will 
take over responsibility for meeting the eligible care and 
support needs of ILF users. The County Council and ILF 
are working closely together to make sure the transfer of 
responsibility for funding arrangements takes place as 
smoothly as possible.
